The Examiner believes that the relied upon prior art combination of record, WO '922 in view of Yang et al, is adequate to reject 
the previously rejected claims of record but instead of relying on the particular grounds previously set forth regarding proper 
motivation for the combination he would instead like to base his rationale primairlv on the holding in the recent Supreme Court 
case of KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 550 US—, 82 USPQ2d 1385 (April 30, 2007). Here the court held to the effect that 
a simple substitution of one known element for another to obtain predictable results such as the substitution of the highly 
desirable metallocene catalyzed polyethylene polymers taught by the secondary reference in place of the non metallocene 
catalyzed polyethylene polymer fabrics of the primary reference does not in and of itself define a patentable invention. The 
Examiner believes that the particular factual situation contemplated in KSR is the situation in the present application and 
accordingly he must persist in the still relied upon prior art rejection of record for the great majority of the claims. .
